The night ** 
is paſt, and the day ts at hand: let vs thereioze caſt away the 
wozkcs of darkeneſſe,and put on the armour of light xc. 
This wozde dormire to ſlepe, in ſome places of the 
ly ſcriptures, is taken foꝛ requieſcere, to reſt, as our Sa b 
our Chꝛiſt came to his Diſciples and found them a fleepe: A 
Chꝛiſt himſelfe ſept in the ſterne ol the Ship, and Peter llept 
bctweene two ſouldiers. Againe tn ſome places, it is taken 
to lleepe in ſepulchro, the graue, as Dauid and Salomon 
flept with their Fathers: Behold ſaith Job, J mult fleeps 
in the duſt, and Saint Paule ſaith , The faityfull that are 
dead, are fallen a ſleepein Chꝛiſt: But that ſlepe which tze 
Apoltle doth here ſpeake of, is to ſlepe in ignoꝛance, darke⸗ 
neſſe and linne. The way of the vngodly is called darkes *' | 
nelle and ſhadow of death. To wake vp this kinde of ices x,The, 2. 
pers, and rebuke the wozld of ſinne, is mp chicke intent and 
purpoſe in this booke , UWhich is,no doubt, a thankleſle of, 
ice, and a verie vnthaittie occupation, veritas odium patit, 
truth neuer goeth without a ſcratcht face: he that will be bu⸗ 
fie with væ vobis, let him locke ſhoztly foꝛ coram nobis. 
Do long as Micheas pꝛophecied victozie againft the Aſſp⸗ 
rians, he was a trim Pꝛophet: but after when he tolde them 
the contrarie, they had him in great diſdaine. UWhen our 


Dauiour Chꝛiſt fedde thepeople , ther woulde haue n Ioh.6 45 oy 
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2 Azummons 
him a king: but after when he began to rebnke their naugh⸗ 
tie manners, they deſired to haue him cruciſſed: euen ſo in 


theſe dayes, our datntie eares can hardly abideto heare our 
vices touched: Much like the fooliſh Alle, that when he is a 


loading ſtandeth ſtocke ſtill, but in taking the load off his 


backe doth yearke out behinde. It may aptly be ſaide vnto 
our people, as Martiall the Poet ſaide once to his friends, 
My friendes (faith he) you will imbolden me to ſpeake the 


truth, and the truth is this, that pou can not abide to heare 


the truth. Ye therefoze that will boldly vtier his conſcience 
without feare oz flatterie, ſhall hardly eſcape without immi- 
nent daunger. Notwithſtanding how odtous and deſpiſed 
ſoeuer Gods P2ophets ſhall ſeeme to the epes of the World, 
they muſt not be airaid to ſpeake the truth, to beate down 
the infection ol ſinne and wickedneſſe. How dangerous ſoe- 
uer it be fo2 Lot to repꝛoue the filthineſſe of the Sodomites, 
pet mult he not ceaſe to ſaꝝ vnto them · J pꝛap you my bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen, doe not ſo, wickedly. Though it coſt John Baptiſt 
his heade, yet mult he not foꝛbeare to ſay vnto Herod, It is 
not lawfull foz theeſto haue thy brother Philips wike. 


Though Nathans meſſage ſeeme neuer ſo perillous, yet mult. 


be not be afraid to ſay vnto Dauid, Thou art the man, it is 
thou that haſt done this deede,' Clias muſt not be afraid to 
ſay vnto Achab, It is thou and thy kathers hauſe that hath 


bꝛought this plague vpon Iſrael. Jonas mud not refuſe to 


crye out in the ſtreetes of Niniuie, Pet remaineth foztie dates 
and Nininie ſhall be deſtroyed. Dur Sauiour Chꝛiſt ſent 
fo2th his Diſciples as ſhepe among woolues. I haue giuen 
thee a face of bꝛaſſe, as hard as a flint fone, that thou (half 
not be afraive to tell my people their ſins and offences, ſaith 
the Lo2d. As Chꝛiſt himſelle tooke all our ſtunes vpon 
him, ſo ought euerie good chꝛiſtian to take the iniuries dong 
to Chzilt as his owne, The Loꝛd hateth as well him that 
in{tifzth the v1godly,as he that condemneth the innocent. 
O Lo2d(faith Dauid) J haue alwates Hated thoſe that loue

And whoſoeuer is infected with any of the ſaide vices, be 
ſare he is poſſeſſed with a great captaine diuel, which mult 

ofneceſſitie be calf out, oꝛ els of foꝛce the man muſt periſh, . 
Add ſurely the Clergte of long time haue beene verie careful "OW 6: 
and diligent in diſcharging their duetie herein, lo as the 
immozfall ſeede of the Goſpell, fince the Apoſtles time was 


neuer moꝛe plentifully ſowne. Notwithſtanding the (mall 


teſtimonie of amendment declareth it to bee rather knowne 
then kept. The people ſo louinglꝑ linckt in league with the 
diuel, their eares are ſo deafe, their ſences ſo dull, their willes 
ſo obſtinate, and their harts ſo barren, as they haue neither 
ſence to tat, ſtomackes to dilgeſt, noz harts to credit, except it 
feeve their filthie tnfected humozs. Ithinke ik the pꝛeachers 


ſhould go in ſackcloth like Eſap, oz with pꝛons about their Efay.1 N 


neckes like Jeremie, pet were there ſmall hope of amend: ler. 22. 
ment . Ik thole good auncient Fathers who complai⸗ 
ned ſo grieuoully of the w2etchednelle of their time, did ſer 
the hozrible abuſes and vile corruptions of our age, they 
would wonder at our follie, and burlt out in teares at our

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miſerie. Oz if Saint Paule himſelfe were here now to lee 
pur pittileſſe dayes, when charitie is growne ſo colde, and 
humanitie almoſt fozgoften, no doubt he would wonder, and 


ſap, Surely theſe people are poſeTeo with diuels, they lleeps 


in linne. and it is high time to wake them. 

And firlt to beginne with the great rich giants and co⸗ 
uetous pꝛowling cozmozants of this land: aboundante of 
wealth hath ſo bewitched their vnſattable mtaves,and taken 
ſuch rooting in their flintte harts, that neither the feare of 
God, the inkamie of the wozld, noz hell mouth that gapes fo2 
them, can once ſtaunch their greedic deſires. There is ſuch 
iopning of houſe to houſe, ground fo ground, fields to flelde, 
land to land, farme to farme,and liuing to liuing,ts maintain 
their pꝛoud backes, golden heades and coſtly th2oafes, fill 
ſcraping foz ſuperfluitte, that the pooꝛe can not haue to aide 
neceſſitie; the one wallowing in welth, and floating in pꝛo⸗ 
ſperitie, the other wꝛeſtling with neede, and like to ſinke in 
miſerie. They haue power to get riches, policie to kepe them. 
and time to polleſſe them, but want harts to vſe them: ſo as 
the moze goods they baue, the moꝛe they deſire, and [eſſe good 
they doe. 20 number haue to much, but none haue inough, 
hauing ſo much doinges, that they can doe nothing well. 
Whey ſwell with intollerable pꝛide and enuie, oppꝛelling 
their pooze bꝛethꝛen, ſome by foꝛte like Lyons, and ſome by 
fraud like foxes, ſo that if rich Achab beginne once to frowne, 
all Weſtminſter Ball x other places to helpe, can not kepe 
pooze Naboth his vineyarde. Xgaine, they build great goz⸗ 
geous houſes, as though they ſhould liue fo2 euer, and ſurfef 
with erceſſe of diet, as though they ſhould dye to mo2row: 
being leſle charitable then the diuel himlelfe, who defired fo 
haue ffones turned into bꝛead: but they turne and conuert 
biefe and bzead that was wont to feede the pwze, into ſtones 
and bꝛauerie, t haue bzonght the common welth to common 
miſerie. The ſcely wzetched loules map ferde the ir eyes 
with gazing, but their bellies may ſterue foꝛ food. The gods 
of chꝛiſtians, by right, ſhould be pꝛiuate to no mans luſt, but 
common to cuery mans neede, accoꝛding to their fate and 
calling; But they are pzodigally ſpent in vaine pompe and 
ſuperfluitie,and made inticing baits to dꝛaw men to ſinne at 
their pleaſure, and repent at their leaſure. r and 
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ſuperſtition did blearc the eyes of Papiſfs: and ambiton and 
touetouſneſſe putteth out the eyes of the pꝛoteſtants. Jn 


times paſt, he that held by violence that was not his owie, 


oꝛ conuerted other mens goodes to his owne vie, oꝛ ſought ets 
ther by fraudulent oz violent meanes to take away their 
lands 02 liuings, was accounted a thœfe, and the lawes p2e- 
ſcribed ſcencrall puniſhments, and kindes of death, accoꝛding 
to the qualitie oł᷑ the offence. But if there were commiſſion 
graunted at this day to hang vp all theues and robbers, 4 
thinke we should rather want gibbets then theeues to furniſh 
them. Thele wozidlings (no doubt) are poſſeſſed with 
Mammon that great maiſter diuel, they ſlepe in nne, and 
it is high time to wake them. Either ther thinke there is no 


God, 92 J mull thinke they are no men. 


MAhat meane pon my bzethzen and tountrimen? will 
vour couetous mindes ncuer be ſatiſfied? Chꝛiſt hath reder⸗ 
med pon (rom the wozld, and will pou ſtill be partners with 
the diuel in poſſeſſing the wozld? Ft will ſhoztly palſe away 
and periſh beioze your eyes, and will you make it your God? 
Mhat madneſſe is it fo repoſe pour felicitie in that which is 
nothing cls but troubles to your bodies, diſquietneſſe to poikr 
mindes,cares to pour harts, inticements of vice to your chil- 
dꝛen, ſ(ecdes of enute to your neighbours , and occaſion to 
pour enimies: Neuer got without trauel, kept without 
danger,no2 left without griefe,Gold is called the baite of ſin, 
tbe ſnare of ſoules, and the hooke of death. It is aptly com⸗ 
pared to a fire, whereofalitle is good to warme a man, bat 
to much will burne him vp altogether. Couetouſneſſe is cal⸗ 
led the roote of all cuil, there is nothing woꝛſe then a cone- 
tous man, faith Jeſus Sirach, noꝛ a moze wicked thing then 
to loue money; fo2 ſuch a one hath enen his ſoule to ſell. 
couctous mans purſe is called the diuels mouth: The cha⸗ 
riot of couetouſneſſe is ſaide to be carried of foure whales of 
vices, churliſhneſle, faint courage, contempt of God, and foꝛ⸗

Dcconds 
ly, the hart of a rich man is choaked with wozldly cares, 
Thirdlp, foꝛ as much as they are indued with tempozall 
comfo2ts, they haue ſmall regarde vnto ſpirituall conſolati⸗ 
on. Moe be vnto ſuch greedie woꝛldlings and fat bulles of 
* Balan, as couefouſly gather together euil gotten goodes, 
that they may let vp their neſtes on high to ſcape from miſ- 
foztune: which wallow in wealth and pꝛolſperitie like pams 
percd oren pꝛeſerued foz the day of laughter , kicke at their 
duetie, bꝛeake the hedge of their boundes, and runne Ros 
they liſk: without ſpeedy repentance they ſhall ſhoztly be

it verely in thole ſo often warned, a ſinne againſt the holy Marke.; 29. 
Gholt, which ſhall neuer bee pardoned, neither in this wozld, „Lohn. 5. 16. 
noꝛ in the wozld to come: but euen as Lucifer lvas caſt down * 
from heauen, into the hoꝛrible dungeon ot hell foꝛ pꝛide: fo 
hal they be caſt headlong downe from the earth, to krie in hel 
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toꝛments fo2 couetouſnes. So lothſom was that filthie bꝛod 
in times paſt, that they were excommunicat, as vnwozthis 


ts come in any chꝛiſtian congregation, noz ſuffered to be bu- 


ried in chaifitan mans buriall: and if they fell in pouertie, 
it was not lawfull foꝛ any man to relieue them, neither 

might the miniſter in time of ſickneſſe reſozt to exhozt 
— but were Cuffered to dye like dogges, as they 
tucd. 

Some thinke fo qualifie the offence, by taking ſomWwhag 
leſle then oꝛdinarie: but we may not ſceme wiſcr then ths 
holy Ghoſt: there is no moze meane in this vice, then is in 
theft, adulterie, and murther. De that ſtealeth a pennie, is a 
theele, as well as he who ſtealeth an hundꝛeth pound: he that 
committeth fo nication but once, is guiltie as well as hee 
who bath offe.ided a dozen times: hee that killeth but one 
man, bꝛeaketh the law as well as he who hath killed twen - 


tie: and he that taketh but a pennie of gaine, is an vſurer as 


well as he who taketh ten pound. Though the dogge bite 
ſozer then the flea, pet the flea biteth. Adam thought it but a 
(mall offence to bite the apple, but hee was baniſhed from 
Gods pꝛeſente foꝛ bꝛeaking his commandement. 

Some would cloake their bſurie by fraudulent bargains 
and ſales: but though ſuch ſubtile worldlinges, voide of all 
conſcience, charitie, and feare of God, be neuer fo craftic and 
politike, to ſeeke ſome meanes by wꝛeſting of law, to runne 
beadlong to the diuel, yet God will not be mocked: truth is 
truth, and fal Hodis falſhood. What ſoeuer is lent out ei⸗ 
ther in money oꝛ wealth, if the lender receigemoze in gaine 
then he deliuered out, it ts vſurie: the alteration of the title 
can not take away the badneſſe of the vice. 

Some fo auoide the name ol an vlurer, deny to lend any 
at all, who in fleeing of Sylla fall vpon Charibdis, and in 
ſtead of an vſurer become a manſlaier. The commandement 
hath two bꝛanches, to lend, and to lend without vlurie: ſo is 
there two wates fo2 couetous rich woꝛldlings, to runne heads 
long to hell, the one by lending vpon vſurie, and the other in 
not lending at all: and to dye foꝛ it, they will thither either 
by the one way oꝛ the other: and ſeeing they will needes go, 
I thinks it better to ſend them that way. by which other may 
baue ſome vic of their monep, then to top the way * 
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Theſe vſurers (no doubt) are poſſeſſed with ſome great mai⸗ 
er dinel: they leepe ſo deadly in ſinne, that hard it is to a- 
wake them, and therefoꝛe to them ſelues J leaue them. lerr g. 
Some tbinke the bozrower to be an offender as well as Ey 24. 
the lender, but J am not of that mind: foz God knoweth © 
pooꝛe ſoule, whereas he is enloꝛced th2ongh extreeme neceſs- 
ſitie, without any euil intent, would be glad to bozrow frees 
ly: but he is conſtrained to pꝛaꝝ hartely,and pay dearelpy:and 
ſo long as the mind and intent is not defiled, no ſinne is com 
mitted: as a woman that is abuſed by ſoace againſt her will, 
02 he that being in peril vpon the (eas, caſteth his goodes ont 
of the ſhip to ſaue his life; oz be that is beſet with thenes, gi⸗ 
ueth his purſe freely, leſt his thaoat ſhould be cut violently. 
The nert grieuous abuſe in this land, is the cozruptiorn 
of iuſtice, by meanes of too many ambitious lawiers, who 
ſwarmes as thicke now, as the Friers in times paſt.and are To offend the

Thus vnder a cloake and colour of iuſtice, they haue pꝛow⸗ 
led and ſcraped together the chiefe wealth and fat of the land, 
to the ſpoile and vtter vndoing of many an honeſt poze man, 
Whole pꝛoud go2geous attire, doe plainly ſhewe, they intende 
to robbe a ſoꝛt ofcontentions folcs purſes to pay foz them, by 
whom they are mainteyned to ſwimme in lilies, while them 
ſelues doe ropſt in ragges. 

Theſe lawiers therefoꝛe, are ſurely poſſeſſed with ſos 
great maſter demll, they lerpe in ſinne, and moꝛe dangerous 
then pꝛofitable foz me to awake them: but 3 will pzay vnto 
God to conuert oz confound them, 

All ſuch whole beginning is pzide and ambition , moſk 
cerfaine their end will be ſhame and confuſton, 

Not to keepe the law, is iniquitie, 

And not to mittigate the ſame, is tyꝛannie: 

Pitie without equitie, is plaine partialitie: 

And iuſtice without mercie, is extreme iniurie. 

1 Coꝛrupt la wiers, no doubt, are a ſcourge of God, ſent in 

the olde age of this froward world, to plague ſuch wzangling 

and contentious men,as of an obſtinate, wilfull, and malici⸗ 

dus ſtomacke, refuſe to haue their matters ended at home a⸗ 

Proner.25, mongll their quiet neighboꝛs accoꝛding to Gods law : foꝛ as 

i. Cor. s. ſinnes and diſobedience doe increaſe, ſo are puniſhments and 
iniuries heaped one vpon another. 

There came on a time befoꝛe Alexander Denerns, two 
tchꝛiſtians pꝛoudly contending and accuſing each the other, 
whom the god Emperour loꝛbad to name themſelues Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians any moze,foz that their pꝛide and malice declared them 
to be no followers of him whom they pꝛofeſled. But if Alex⸗ 
ander did lee * — the people of our age, doe tors 
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foſſe and turmoile one another iny law (not foꝛ cozrection of 

euill maners, but rather that one may entoy the goodes and 

poſſeſſions of another, without either right, conſcience, oꝛ 

charitie: ſome neuer at quiet with themſelues vnleſle they be 

at ſtrife with their neighboꝛs, and then ſceke to abuſe law and 

iuſtice, as a cloake to purge their crooked ſtomackes, where 

ſeme pay ſo deare foꝛ a purgation, t hat he is conſtrapned to One pooze 
liue in miſerie all his life after) he might well thinke and lap, — opyzel= 
Surcly theſe peuple are not inſpired with the ſpirite of God, — 
but rather poſleſſed with ſome great captaine deuil, they lepe is uke a con⸗ 
in ſinne, and ii is high time to wake them.

ſecrete diſpleaſure, they will not ſticke to ſet their hands and 
ſeales. They ſuffer all the Countrie ts be choked and vered 
with filthie whozemongers, dzunken maltwozmes, and idle 
vagabonds, whereas the filth of a pꝛiuie, the ſtinke of deade - 
carrion, & the oꝛdure of Cities do not ſo much tafect the aire, 

as that curſed crue infeceth the common wealth: and pet 
theſe hoꝛrible vices remains ſtill vnpuniſhed, bozne withall, 
and lightly paſſed ouer, ſo long till they are growne almoſt 
incurable, gaine, they make a difference betweene the of- _ 
fences of rich men, and poꝛe men: the one is ſoꝛe puniſhed, / 
the other foꝛ a pꝛiuie bꝛibę ſcapeth free, ſo that pꝛiuate com- /

Pea Democritus would laugh to ſe great theeues hang 
vp litle theeues: And Yeraclifcs weepe to ſ& vicious men ex⸗ 
tolled, and ver tuous men dildained: they haue turned true 
iudgement into bitterneſle, and the fruite of righteouſneſſe 
into woꝛme wood. In Iſrael might none be choſen a Rab- 
bine till hee coulde ſpeake leuen languages: but J thiake a 
number of our officers, are rather poſſeſſed with ſeuen diuels. 
Solon beeing aſked what belt pꝛeſerued a common wealth, 
quoth he, when ſubtects obey the magiſtrate, and magiſtratcs 
the lawes : but they leepe in inne themſelues, and ſuffer o⸗ 
thers to doe the line, and thereloze it is high time to awake 


Foꝛaſmuch as officers appointed in authoꝛitie to gouerne 
in the Church oz common wealth, doe not execute the iudge ; 
ment of man, but of God himlelfe, who ſeeth the very ſecretes 
of the heart, who hath neither reſpect of perſons,noz recetueth 
bꝛibes. Jt ſtandeth them in hand to be wile, diligent, and cir⸗ 
cumſpect in their callings, to examine by law, direct by in- 
ſtice, and conclude by conſcience : to kepe equitie and delt-

lion, bziberie ⁊ ſuch other hozrible erimes raigning among 
the ſuperioꝛ powers, they are very faint, and cold as a fone, 
And as a learned man ſatd once, they are like cockes nipped 
with kites clawes, they cackle, but they crow not. Againe 
they haue gone ſo farre beyonde the boundes of modeſtie, in 
ſearching and ripping the blemiſhes and infirmities of their 
fellowes in open place, as their calling is almoſt bzonght to 
an open contempt. f 

Spirituall paffours amongſt our elders, were had in 
great eſtimatien and credit, but in theſe our wzetched dapes, 
they are rather diſdayned, enuied and deſpiſed, inſomuch as 
though a graduat in ſcholes, oʒ a gentleman by birth, pet the 
very habit and name of a miniſter, ſeemeth ſo to diſgrace his 
crevit and eſtimation, as euer infericur perſon is pꝛeferred 
and thought woꝛthie to take his place befoꝛe him, And as the 
foure tar dinall vices in the ſuperioꝛ ſozt befoze touched, are 


moſt greenous to the people. and cauſe of great inconuenience 


in the common wealth : ſo there bee thꝛe ſoꝛts of men mott 
greeuous to the Clergie, and the chiefe cauſe of that, intollera⸗ 


f "2 
The firſt are conetous Patrones, who are ſo greatly in- 
fccted with the golden dꝛopfie, as their Church do2es will not 
be opened without a ſiluer key. Me that will haue a Church 
liuing ( what other good giffs ſocucr he be indned wit hall) he 
mult ncedes bꝛing this learning with him, to know who was 
Melchizedecks Father and Mother, oz elſe a diſh of matter 
Latimers apples, oꝛ he may cough foz anp benefice. 
The Pꝛophet Dauid being willing to ſhew kindnes bnfo 
Hannon , as his father Nahas had ſhewed fauour to him, 
ſent his ſeruants to comfozt him in his heauineſſe: but the 
pꝛinces t nobles of Bannon perſwading him that they were 
ſpyes ſent fo ſearch the Citie, toke Dauids ſeruants, and ſha- 
ued off halfe their beardes, and cut off their garments hard 
by their buttockes, and ſs ſent them away. And cuen in 
like maner doe greedie Patrones deale with the poze mini- 
ſters, whome God hath ſont vnto them with the Goſpell of 
peace, gelding, paring, pouling and cutting effthe beardes 
and ſturts of church liaings,ſo as they are made but ſeruants 
and ſlaues to their Patrones, and bzought ſo bare ſoz the 
molt part, that they haue not ſufficient to maintaine >» m- 
clucs

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ſelues with thinne diet and ſimple clothes, and liue out of 

debt, noꝛ able to giue a dꝛaught of ſmall dꝛinke at their doze:

In times paſt, not onely the papiſts of a blind zeale, but 
alſo the very heathen, haue bens alwapes very beneſteial and 
bountiful to their pꝛieſts and ſoothſapers. Pharao was a 
cru ty2ant, yet in the time of famine, hee had a ſpeciall care 
foꝛ his prieſts. Jeſabel a moſt wicked queene, pet fed ſhe dap⸗ 
ly at hir table foure hundꝛed of her groue pꝛieſts: the popiſh 
clergie hoſe doctrine was nothing but deuices and fancies 
of men, were holden in ſuch reuerent eſtimation, that nothing 
was thought to much oz to god foz them. 

But the poꝛe miniſters of the Goſpel, bꝛinging the glad 
tidings of ſaluation, are contemned,deſpiſed, reut'ed and de⸗ 
faced, and their liuings pinched, bꝛibed, polled, pined x grut⸗ 
ched at:euery litie keing thought fo much fo2 them, and made 
a pꝛay to euerp catchpol and pelting officer,that it it were not 
fo; the fauourable kindneſſe of our gracious louing Qucene, 
a number had ere this dap beene conſtrained to leaue their 
function, and flie their countrie foʒ want of lining, 

It is wzitfen how Dioniſius comming into a Temple 
where Images were clothed in coſtly coates of ſiluer and 
gold: Theſe garments (quoth hee) are to heauie foꝛ ſommer, 
and to colde foz winter: and ſo taking them away, clothed 
them in linſey wolſey. Theſe(quoth hee) are moze light fo2 
ſommer, and warme foz winter. And enen in like (02t both 
Patrones and people in theſs dapes, doe ſeeke, what poſſible 
they can, to ſpoile the clergie of tithes, lands, and all church 
liuings, and thinke a cloake of linſey wolſey good inough 
foꝛ them: not like innocent ſheepe that willingly yeld their 
fleeces, but nopſome Goates that ſtrike with their hoznes, 
The good olde benefacto2s are gone, and new ſtartvps, who 
neithcr feare God noz dinell, ſupply their place. Abzaham, 
Lot, and Job we haue not: Captaine Coznelius, and olde fas 
ther Zhoby are blacke ſwannes amongſt vs, Elias can not 
finde his hoſtes of Darepta : Paul the purpurefſe, noꝛ Peter 
the tanner : but many a churlich Nabal and gredie cozmo⸗ 
rant to pinch and pꝛoll from vs what poſſible they can: theſs 


- Patrones therefoze are ſurely poſſeſſed with ſome great cap- 


taine 
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entertained, as a number of Gods meſſengers are in En⸗ 
gland, no doubt he would be reuenged. Ir thoſe that ſolde 
doues deſerued to be whipt out of the temple, ſure our church 
pollers who ſell the temple it ſelfe,as Judas ſold Chziſt, de⸗ 
ſerue to be hanged bp in the temple.

not lo many fooles amongſt vs. Ue all gloꝛp of our know - 
lodge, and pꝛeſume of our wiſedom, and this commeth to 
palle thzongh the number ok ſcholers in this land, who doe 
not onely encreaſe and multiply dayly without meaſure, but 
alſo foꝛ want of right choice of good natures, the greater ſozt 
being fantaſticall, wilfull and watward, whole wits being 


ſtrained againſt kinde, become diſoꝛdered,diſquiet and ſediti⸗ 


ous; fo2 it is hard to make ſtraight by arte, that which is 


made croked by nature, when learning # eloquence is graft 


in a wzangling, ſtubbozne and contentious diſpoſition, it is 
a dangerous thing. Fo2 as in a good man, learning is the 
armour of vertue, ſo when it hits in a wicked perſon, it is 
able to woꝛke much miſchiefe. It is ſaide, that fooles ſet 
neighboꝛs at variance: but a malicious perſon hauing witte, 
learning, and a plauſible tongue is able to {ef kingdoms by 
the eares. One ſcabbed ſhepe will infect a whole flocke, and 
one ierring ſtring bꝛingeth a whole noyſe of muſicke out of 
all tune, and one buſie headed foole, that is learned, able to 
bꝛing a whole countrie out of all quiet oꝛder: and as to few 
bꝛede conſumption, ſo to many bꝛecd ſurfets: fo2 cerfainly, 
there is no moꝛe nopſom member in a common wealth, then 
a pꝛofelled ſcholer vnbeſtowed to liue by his pꝛofeſlion: his 
conceite is loftie, and his life loitec ing, whole idlenelle ingen⸗ 
dꝛeth diſdainſulneſſe to labour, Which thꝛough long ſuffe- 
rance,muſt ncedes in the end, grow to ſome great inconue- 
nience. By this meanes the Church is peſtered with a ſoꝛte 
of buſie vaineg ozious foles , puft vp witha certaine ſpiri⸗ 
tuall pꝛide, thꝛough a vaine opinion conceiued of themſelues, 


heade, who deſaiſing the iudgement of their elders. runne on 
raſhly befoze them, till they haue fallen into intollcrable er⸗ 
roꝛs. And hauing a great deſire to bee taken ſoꝛ ſingular 
wie men, zealous pꝛofeſſozs, and diligent butiders, locke 
grin and bigge with a hautie ſtearne countenante, much 
like a windie egge, oz a blowne bladder. And casing off 


fliz 
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the poke ok obedience, hauing a pꝛide fo bee peuith , neuer 
ceaſe bꝛabling and bꝛoching ol new franticke follics, ſpꝛea⸗ 
ding of ſeas. and ſowing or contention in the Church, being 
fucther wꝛapt in deuotion, then they can palle thꝛough with 
deſcretion: and vnder the colour of zeale, they rouſe and 
rage without all meaſure: much like new wine, which with⸗ 
out ſome vent, is like to bꝛeake the caſke, as though Gods 
— 59 infozcev man to palle the boundes of chꝛiltian mo⸗ 
deſtie. 
Thele, like euil birds that beray their olvn neſt, oz hate⸗ 
full ſnatching curres, neuer ceaſe barking and railing in o⸗ 
pen audience at their fellow miniſters, yea and ſuch as their 
kaultes and blemiſhes being rightly waighed, arefewer in 
number, and lighter in waight then their owne , whole 
innocent liues are able fo confute their viperous flanders: 
vtterly deſpiſingall thoſe in whom thep ſee any infirmitie ol 
man, as though themſclues were ſome airie ſpirits. Eſpeci⸗ 
ally. ſuch as they perceiue moꝛe pleaſant and ſociable of nas 
ture, oꝛ moꝛe delighted in mirth and honeſt paſtime foz their 
health and recreationthen agreth with their owne Stoicail 
diſpoſition: 02 if his gifts in pꝛeaching doe not altogether ſa- 
fiſfie their fantaſtical humoꝛs, and his doctrine applyed fo the 
ſeditious vaine:though the man be neuer ſo honeſt in life and 
connerſation,noz ſo carefull and diligent in diſcharging his 
duetie accoꝛding to his talent: pet in the eyes of theſe vehe- 
ment accuſers, he is but a dumbe Dog, ſalt without ſauour, 
a bell without a clapper, and a feeder without food: the chil- 
dꝛen (ſax they) do cry foz meat, but he hath none, neither foz 
himſelfe, noꝛ them, except they will haue whole loaues: as 
though he could doe nothing but caſt the Bible at their heads, 
Such a wiſc reaſon made that late ſpzung vp heretike 
Bꝛobn, a bꝛother of theirs, when he compared God to a man 
that loucd pofage well, that as a man might be glutted with

too many potage,ſo might God with one pꝛaper often ſaide. Luk. 6.36. 42. 


Thus they accuſe without truth, iudge without authozitie, 
and condemne without trpall, whereby the pooꝛe miniſters 
of the Church, who of a goed conſcience, doe keepe them 
ſelues within compalſſe of oꝛder, and indeuour to continue 
the people in due obedience to the ſame, are defpiſcd, 
defaced, and ſhaked vppe in * audience , as though

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they were molt grieuous and notoꝛious offenders, yea Jeſa⸗ 
bell was neuer moꝛe madde againſt the true Pꝛophets, Ye- 
rod againſt the innocents, noꝛ the Scribes and Phariſtes a- 
gainſt Chꝛiſt himſelfe, then theſe ſeuere cenſoꝛs are again(t 
their poꝛe bzethꝛen, to bꝛing them info hatred and dilcredit 
amongſt the people, to the end. that by one meanes o2 other, 


they might bitch them out ok their liuings, and enioy it them 


ſelues. Pea ſuch is the miſerie of our dayes, when youth are 


- ſo fantaſficall to inuent, and age ſo ſenſeleſſe to credit, that

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the one is bꝛought into fooles paradice, and the other into o⸗ 
pen dofage, being thought a thing ſcemely and tollerable foz 
a pong ſcholler of fmall learning, and leſſe wit, befoze he bee 
either ripe in knowledge , gouerned in life, oz refozmed in 
manners, to pꝛicke vp into the Pulpet, bluſhing like a black 
dogge, to controll, diſcredit, and deface the aunctent graue 
Biſhops, and reuerend learned Fathers of the lande: much 
like as a pzoud beardleſſe Boye ſhould ſit in a chaire with a 
rodde in his hand. teaching: and S. Auguſtine and Chꝛiſo- 
ſtom to ſay their leſlons: In whoſe iudgement they are but 
laſte lopterers, dum Dogges, popiſh doctozs, men pleaſers, 
and their Churches no better then dennes of thenes, being 
growne ſo farre paſt ſhame, and voide of all humanitie, that 
now they fall from reaſoning to plaine round railing. ſcof- 
fing iearing deriding and thꝛeatning of buffets, with bent 
fiſts: in ſo much as no ſtate oz degree can ſcape their vene⸗ 


mous tongues. They loke like Lions, leere like Foxes, hiſſe 


like Adders, barke like Dogs. r if they durſt, they would bite 
liks Zycars: ſo maliciouſly meaſuring other mens doings 


by the crookedline of their owne imaginations, that J thinke 


if wiſe Salomon and learned Paul were here in theſe dapes: 
the one would be taken fo2 afoole, the other foz a mad man, 


Dumbe Dog is a great woꝛd in their monthes;that Sermon 


where Dumbe Dag is left out, is not wozth a pin, it fits not 
their fancie: foz whyztheir whole felicitie, is in barking and 
ſnatching, yea rather then ceaſe, foz want of other, they 


would barke at the Mone and ſeuen Starres: They are 


much like the dogge that Cicero ſpeaketh of, that being ſet in 
Capitolio, a tower in Rome to frap theenes, left the thenes 
and fell a barking at true men, whoſe doctrine and example 
of life;tends onelꝑ to this end, to dzius the — 
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- foalothfomneſſe and milliking of the pzeſent gonernement, | 


and oꝛder eſtabliſhed, to diſcredite her Maieſties ſupzemacte, | 
to deface her minilterie,t contemne her lawes, to ſurfeyt the . 
Church with Schiſmes, and infect the common wealth with 
factions. And if wildome in time doe not pꝛeuent if, then fol- 


lie in triall will ſurely repent it. 


To vſethe laudable ceremonies of the Church. they make 


it an heinous offence : but in diſobeying the Pꝛinces lawes, 
backebiting their ſuperiours, laundering their bzeth2en, dil⸗ 
quieting the Church, abuſing the office of godly pꝛeaching by 


their vaine ſeditious pzatling , they make no offence at all. 


They ſeeine very diligent x ſtudious, but it is rather foz nouel⸗ 


ſible woꝛds of mans wildome they may delight itching eares, 
then foz ſound doctrine to conuert ſinfuli hearts: they vſe cun- 
ning perſwaſions with faire golden phzaſes, but as Abſalon 
did fo ſteale away the hearts of the people from Dauid: they 
pꝛoclaime pike faſtings, bit as Jeſabel did to kill Na- 
both. Foꝛ v colour of refozmation, they ſeœke to robbe 
God ok his honour , the P2tace of her due, and the Cleaygie 
of their liuings: beeing as is ſuppoſed inſtruments of fome o⸗ 
thers, who by their means (&ke to make the Church a marks 
to ſhote at. and a carkaſſe to pꝛap vpon, to the ſpople, ouer⸗ 
thꝛow, and vtter confuſion of Church, learning, religion, and 
all. Deuiſers and fanciers were neuer gad either foz Church 
o2 common wealth. So Judas vnder a pꝛetence of holineſſe, 


deſired to haue the oyntmeut ſolde fo2 a great ſumme to re⸗

ties, e varietie to make an eloquent ſhow, that by the perſwa-

Thus when vnder the name ol a Sermon, theſe great 
builders haue toſſed their fantaſticall doarine.ſuch as Peter 
neuer planted, noꝛ Paul neuer watered, befoze the light be- 
leeuing multitude, with ſuch an outward chewe of holineſle,

ſoeuer they ſap, al is taken in god part, and greatly commen⸗ 
ded without controlment oꝛ danger ol puniſhment, 

Vbhele are not thoſe dumbe dogs which the P29phet ſpea⸗ 


keth ok, but thoſe barking curs, and pzoud ſtubboꝛne, and diſ⸗ 


obedient murmurers, falſe accuſers, authoꝛs of ſects, and def 
piſers of authoꝛitie, which the Apoſtle ſpeaketh of. Thoſe fas 
liſh Pʒophets t᷑ falſe diſſembling iyers that are wile in their 
owne conceites, follow their owne ſpirits, and ſpeake where 
they ſe nothing , which Eſay and Ezechiel ſpeaketh of, and 
thoſe Pharaſaicall hipocrites, which ſay vnto thole that come

Thus what by the infectious crewe of Papiſticall heres 
tikes on the one ſide : and this peſtiferous ſe of Anabaptiſti⸗ 
call Schiſmatikes on y other ſide:the Church of God is great. 
lx troubled and diſquieted, god o2der , the pale of our parke, 
o2 common wealth bzoken downe : And the deere of Chzif 
ſo derly bought, in danger to be devoured ofa ſozt of wolnes 
in lambes ſkins, and deuils in mens vizards, halfe Papiſts, 
halfe Anabaptiſts, who, though in ſome points they ſme to 
differ in opinions: pet in defaming her Maieſties gouerne⸗ 
ment,denying her ſupꝛemacie in matters Cccleſiafticall,cons 
demning her boke of common aper, and the publike rea⸗ 
ding of the holy Scriptures, with diuers other points, they 
topntly agree together as bꝛethꝛen: and vnder a gloſing ſhew 
of obedience, like vnnaturall childꝛen, who at the tommaun⸗ 
dement of an adulterous ſtepfather, are willing and readie to 
thꝛuſt their woꝛds into their mothers belly, line gaping foꝛ a 
day to vtter their malice . At whoſe hands there is no other 
kriendſhip, oꝛ true hearts to be loked foʒ. But as Nahas king 


by pulling out their right eyes. So nothing can reloꝛme, con⸗ 
tent o2 ſatiſſie theſe, except pee lding vp the authozitte of Gc- 
cleſiaſticall gouernement info their handes. And therefoze, 
certaine they are poſſeſſed with ſome great maſter deuil, they 
flepe in ſinne,and it is high time to wake them. 

Fozaſmuch as heretofoꝛe their opinions haue beene ope- 
ned, their fancies detected, their hereſies confuted, and their 
arguments confounded. And yet neither reaſon can leads 
them, authozitie moone them, noꝛ truth it ſelfe infozce them 
to peeld, to conteſſe their erro2s,x amend their maners. It is 
high time to tie them ſhozter fo2 infecting of others: ſuch trees 
as lopping and watering cannot make fraiffall, muſt bee 
cut downe. WMhen gentle medicines will not helpe, the Phi⸗ 
ſition mult ve bitter potions : when the greeued place can 
not be bꝛoken by platters, the Chirurgion muff lanch it. So 
when lenitie can not reclaime them, ſeueritie mult cozrect 
them: ſo hall we haue moꝛe religion, and leſle contention. 


Though our Squiour Chꝛiſt commanded fo pardon our _ 
mies. 
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mies pet not his enemies: as to be angrie with ſinne is not 


anger, but ʒeale:ſo to ſmite foꝛ offending God, is not toſmite, 


but ts cozrec to amendement: the liues of lewde men are a 
ſweete ſacrifice vnto God: it is a greater fault to let goe a 
Wolfe, than to kill a lambe in the flocke: and a greater of- 


fence to pardon a rebell oꝛ a traitoꝛ, than to kill atrue man: Pro. 17.15. 


but theſe are not called rebelles as they are, becauſe they are 
not hanged vp as they ſhould, He that hath a dogge that is a 
ſhepe biter, muſt by lawe either hang him vp, oz elſe pay fo; 
the thepe he hath wearied:euen ſo the Chaiſtian magiſtrate, 
whome it hath pleaſed God to ſet in authozitie, and giuen 
charge to gouerne and defend his pooze ſheepe , knowing no- 
toꝛious biters lying in waite to deuoure them, muſt either 


hang vp thole curres, oꝛ anſwere to God foz thoſe ſhepe that 


they doe wearte. The bꝛidle (ſayth Salomon) — to 
the hoꝛſe, a whip to the Alle, and a rod fo2 the foles back. Coꝛ⸗ 
rec a wiſe man with a nod, but a fole with club: we ſer that 
nodding will not ſerue, noꝛ becking will not ſerue,no2 win⸗ 
king will not ſerue, it muſt be a club, a hatchet, oꝛ a halten, oz 
elſe ſuch buſte headed fooles, as diſdaine to be ruled, will ne⸗ 
uer be quiet, till they may rule themſelues without controul⸗ 


„ 
Their wozdes and reaſons vnto many ſeme big in tound, 


vet in truth are but ſmall in weight, great in ſhewe, little in 


ſubſtance, full of terrour, voide of wiſedome, rather bugs to 
frap babes, than matter to moue any ſtaide Chꝛiſtian, greate 


perſuaſions to ſeduce weakefleſh, yet not ſufficient to ſatiſfie 


conſctences: they may ſtirre vp contectures in ſome vnſtaide 
b:aines, which like weake redes will moue and wagge with 


euerie blaſt of winde yet not able to ſtaie aſſurance in ſuch 


conſtant Chꝛiſtian ſubiectes, as ſtande firme and faithfull to 


Prou.

God, their Pꝛinte and Countrie, like oaks : ſo that Vellebo- 1. Cor. 16.13 


rus were mo2cfit to purge their frantike bꝛaines, than argu⸗

To pꝛocerde, our delicate and fruitfull Countrie hath in⸗ 
gendered a multitude of daintie and vicious people, p2oude, 
p20d; gal waſters, miſerable pinching pꝛoulers, falſe diſſem⸗ 


D | macaning, 


faire lokes, and nen tongues without good leremie 4,9 
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meaning, ſome cruell as Lions,ſome craffie as Fores, ſome 
rauenous as Wolues,ſome enuious as dogges, ſome leche- 
rous as Goates, ſome filthie as Swine: the moſt part either 
bypocrites, wicked liners,s2 ignoꝛant of God, euerp one in 
loue with his owne face like Narcifſus : the higher ſozt con⸗ 
temning their inferiozs with ſnuffing ſcozne, and the lower 
ſozt ſtomaking their ſuperiours with grudging ſpight. It is 
ſaid that a Cameleon can tranſfoꝛʒme himſelfe into al colours 
ſaue white, and our people haus all conditions ſaue honeſtie. 
Ithinke in Dodome was neuer moze filthines, in Flanders 
moze dꝛonkennes, in Crete moꝛe lying, in France moze diſ- 
ſimulation, noꝛ in Jewꝛie moꝛe hypocriſie, than is now pꝛac⸗ 
tiſed in England. And as god men would gladly haue cuill 
men amended, ſo euil men would rather haue good men con- 
ſumed. The multitude of ſinners haue ſo chaled awaie the 
ſhame of ſinne, that common wickedneſſe is taken foꝛ no pꝛi⸗ 
uate offence: there is ſuch vnmercitul bꝛibing, oppeelling. and 
wꝛinging the pooꝛe, as though there were neither God to ho⸗ 
nour, deuil to dꝛead, heauen to hope fo2,no2 hell to eſchue.E⸗ 
uerp one is moze liberall to lend another his conſcience, than 
his monep, and his ſeale is of moze credit than his ſoule. One 
crowe will not picke out the eies of another: but fo2 monp, 
one man wil not ſticke to picke another to the hard bones, ac⸗ 
coꝛding to the Pꝛouerbe: Homo hom ini Lupus eſt, Pan to 
man is no man, but a Wolfe, Theſe people therefoꝛe are poſs 
ſeſſed with deuils, they ſlerpe in ſinne. and it is high time to a- 
wake them. 

The gloꝛy of the Nomanes in olde time, was ko ſpeake 
lpttle, and doe much: of the Greekes to ſpeake much, and 
doe lyttle, and of our diſſembling Pꝛoteſtants to talke much, 


but learne fo amend nothing at all. Our Elders were rude 


in ſpecch, and ciuil in manners: we ciuil in ſpeech and rude in 


manners: thep beleued as Pagans, and liued like Chꝛiſti⸗ 


ans: we belezne as Chziſtians, and line like Pagans : they 
pꝛeached not the wozd,noz we line accoꝛding to the woꝛd: the 
name of God is in our tongues, but his feare is not in our 
hearts: the Papiſts doe call vs Solifidians, but our woꝛ kes 
declare vs rather Nullifidians: wee are like the Athenians, 

the 
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the moꝛe good we know, p leſſe good we do: o⸗ pepper which 
is hotte in the mouth, but colde in the bellie: ſo wee frie in 
. wozdes, but freſe in deedes: ſpeake by elles, but wozke by 

inches. Me reade of one Pambo, who after he had heard one 

leſſon, would heare no mo till he had learned to pꝛadiſe that 

one: wee defire to heare thouſands, and pet frame our ſelues 

to pꝛactiſe none: our pꝛeachers, foꝛ the better inſtruction of 

the people in all truth and godlyneſle haue papnefullp indea⸗ 

uoured themſelues to beate downe the ſuperſtitious abuſe ot᷑ 

faſting, pꝛapers, and almes deedes, commending the thing it 

ſelfe as verie pleaſant and acceptable in Gods ſight, but they 
vnderſtanding (as it were) with theyꝛ hæles, vpon a wylfull 
neglygence, haue taken occaſion thereby to caſt awape both 

kaſting, pꝛaper. and almes deedes, with feaſtes of the pooze, | ; 

and all together. A gaine, ſome Pꝛeachers teach the people, Phil. 5. 10

They were beneficiall and diligent both 

in decking the faiſe dead pictures of Saincts, and feeding the 

true liuely members of Chz2ift : and wee ſeeme fo condemne 

the one, and leaue the other vndone. They vſed faſting from 

meates, we neither from meate no2 ſinne, they pꝛaied often, 

wel eldome oꝛ neuer: they were bountifull to the poꝛe, but 

we liue onely to our ſelues: they wꝛought ol intent to merit 
heauen, but we neither do good fo2 merite, noꝛ pet ok charitie 

and duetie: pea, wer are come from blinde zeale to wyl- | 
full wickedneſſe,and from ſuperſtition to no religion. Foz i 
tbe wo2lde is nowe growen to this point, that if a man

mony like a woꝛldling. Achabs wife would neuer put on de⸗ 
mure apparell, but when ſhe ſpake with the Pꝛophets, noz 
our diſſembling Pꝛoteſtants bee neuer holy but at Sermon 
times, They heare and deſtre like Saints, but line & deſerue 
like deuils, they can loke and ſpeake holily, whereby they 
ſeme gloꝛious befoꝛe men, but their woꝛkes are naught, and 
therefoꝛe odious in the ſight of God, whoſe outward behautoz 
is much like cloudes without raine, whereby God himſelle 
doth mocke ſuch fruitles ſhowes, Theſe hypocrites therefo2e 
are poſſeſſed with denils,thy ſleep in ſinne, and it is high time 
to awake them. 

Though the obſeruing of the Sabboth dap, touching bodily 
reſt, do belong to the Ceremonial lawe, and ſhadowes which 
had an end in Chꝛiſt: being therefoze altered from Saterday 
to Sondap, vet, as the Jewes did celebꝛate theirs in remem⸗ 
b:ance of the creation of the woꝛld: ſo ought wee to obſerve 
and keepe our Sabboth,inremembzance of the reſurrecien. 
of Chꝛiſt, and as a figure toconfirme our hope in the reſurre- 
tion of ourowne bodies, and our ſpirituall reſt in gloꝛie to 
come, as alſo fo2 a comelp and decent oꝛder to bee vſed in the 
Church, that in reftingfrom bodily woꝛk, we map charitably 
aſſemble together, to the end the Loꝛd by the pꝛeaching of his 
woꝛd, may being foꝛth his wozke in vs, to his owne gloꝛie 
and our ſaluation: but our Sabboth in many places, is ſo 
vilely abuſed, as though it had bene rather oꝛdained to ſerue 


Bacchus and Uenus,the people beeing growen ſo carcleſſe,

negligent, and lirentions, to feaſt when they ſhould faſt, play 
when they ſhould pꝛay, and laugh when they ſhould weep foz

feſlion of his ſinnes, and rehearſal ok his faith: to intreate foꝛ 
pardon, pꝛap foꝛ things neceſſar y, giue thankes foꝛ benefites Mat. 10.32 
paſt, to celebꝛate the Sacramentes, to heare and learne his Mat 2113 
duty, and right way to ſaluation, to belæue trulp, liue honeſt⸗ Act. 2.42. 
lp, and walke vpꝛightly. It the ground peeld not lappe to the e 
tree, it will ſone ſeare and wither away : if the lampe be not 
fed with ople, it muſt needes goe out: ik any liuing thing bee 
kept from nouriſhing, it cannot liue: euen ſo if the faith of a 
Chꝛiſtian doe not receiue continual ſap and moiſtnes of the 
heauenly woꝛd, fed with the oyle of lweet pzomiſes in Chꝛiſt, 
and nouriſhed with the wholeſome bꝛead of life, if cannot 
continue, but conſume and die. The ſ&de of the Golpel muſt 
ſtil be ſowne in our harts, oꝛ we cannot reape the harueſt ot 
eternal life: where pꝛopheſie faileth the people periſh. 

When the Loꝛd of a mano} appointeth his tenants a day 
to come to his Court, the rolles are laide open, the Stuard is 
ready pꝛepared to giue the charge, the tenants are dutikul to 
come, attentiue to heare, and diligent to execute their Loꝛdes

will be angrp, oꝛ if they come after the charge, when ſeruice 
oꝛ ſermon is done, thep were as god not come at all: Againe, 
ſuch a dutikul tenant as deſire to ſtand in his Loꝛdes ſauour, 
will nowe and then pꝛepare and bꝛing him a pꝛeſent, ſuch as 
he knoweth his Load loueth: but no pꝛeſent is moze pꝛetious 
in the ſight of our heauenly Loꝛd, than the pzaiers # thankes 


of an humble penitent * therefo:c he that will pleaſe 
O3 him 
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him and ſtand in his fauoꝛ, muſt often feede his appetite twith 
ſuch pꝛeſents. The Papiſts of a blind zeale, in time of dark 
neſſe, would not ſtick to riſe bp at midnight to publike pꝛaier, 
faſt with bꝛead and water, ſuffer hunger and colde, run ſome 
times an hundꝛed mile bare footed and bare legged, to ſake a 
dumbe image: but our p:ofeſſed ꝛoteſtants hauing the true 
light of the Goſpell, their pꝛaier and deuotion is faint & colde 
as iſe, and their diſobedience greater than their fathers igno⸗ 
rance, When they tome together, it is rather of compulſgon, 
cuſtome, oꝛ faſhion ſake, than of any godly peale: much like a 
ſullen, ſtubboꝛn and froward ſeruant, that when his maiſter 
talleth him, commeth grudging with a ſowꝛe moiling coun⸗ 
tenance, mumbling a dogs pater noſter, and with leſle reue⸗ 
rence than thoſe thꝛerhalfepenp ſeruants that Eſop hired, to 
heare him recite his fables.

In times paſt, he that had learned the ſeuen liberal artes, 
as Grammer the key of knowledge, Logike the rules of rea⸗ 
ſon, Nethoꝛine the mother of eloquence, Mulicke the ſweet re⸗ 
creation of wcaricd minds, A ſtronomie the ſecret knowledge 
of nature and courſe of the heauens, Arithmetike the arte of 
numbing,t Geometrie to woꝛke by rule, compaſſe, watght, 
and meaſure, he had abtayned and goften even a woꝛlde of

bath wonne the gole, and ſitteth in koꝛtunes lap, ſo that with⸗ 

otit ſkill in that arte, though neuer ſo well ſence in the reſt, a 

man ſhal hardly finde meanes to ſhift in the wozld. Qui ne- 

ſcit ſimulate, neſcit viuere: Theſe flattering clawbacks, ſtu⸗ 

dents of bꝛaʒen face colledge, are no doubt, a moſt dangerous 

and contagious kinde of vermine, as intollerable amongeſt | 

men, as wolues amongſt lambes: Nauens cate not men till 

they be dead, but theſe ſmooth glozing Arch paraſites , with 

two faces in one hood, like Janus, two tongs in a head like 1 

Judas, and two harts in a bꝛeſt like Magus, do daylyeat men — * 

quicke, x become ſo familiar with the ſuperioꝛ ſoꝛt, that they zeth G0 wok 

bꝛing to paſſe euen what they lift, ſo as the woꝛld ſemeth to bleſſing, and 

be diuided betwene the ſecret diſſentbler, and the open blaſ- Þuble dealing 

phemer, Theſe paraſifes are therefoze poſſeſſed with ſome — 

great captains deuil, they lleepe in ſinne: the Loꝛd ol his mer⸗ 

cie conuert them, leaſt they periſh themſelues, oꝛ of his iuſtice 

confound them, koꝛ infecting of others, . 
This land is alſo moſt vildely coꝛrupted with intollerahle 2 

pꝛide, with ſuch a confuſed mingle mangle, and varietie of a⸗ * 

piſh topes in apparell, euery dap flaunting in newe falhions, 

to defoꝛme Gods wozkemanſhip in thepꝛ bodies, as greate 

monſtrous ruffes ſtarched in the deuils licour, and ſet with gy. St. 

inſtruments of vanitie, doublets with great burſſen bellies, 

as though theyꝛ guts were ready to fall out, ſome garded 

wke French men, ſome fringed lyke UNenetians, ſome their — _ 

heads Turkiſh, their backes Spaniſh, and their waſtes Ita⸗ gulh — 

lian: ſome theyꝛ hayꝛe curled, and theyꝛ beardes w2ithen to 

make them looke grimme and terrible, as though they had 

ſeene the deuil, with long daggers at their backes, to kill eue⸗ 

ry one they meet pꝛouder than themſelues, with ſuch riotous 

exceſſe and vaine curioſitie, that J thinke they haue made a 

league with Satan, a couenant with hell, and an obligati⸗ 

on with the deuill to marry his eldeſt daughter: they fleepe 

in ſinne,andare as eaſte to be waked oꝛ refoꝛmed, as the olde 

woꝛlde was at the pzeaching cf Noe, oꝛ the latter age at the 

pꝛeaching of Chꝛiſt. Pꝛide is the mother ofhppocriſte,the yyic. x 

enemie of deuotion, the nurſſe of enuie, and the lountapne 
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of all vice: inne was the cauſe why God did firlt giue vs ap 

parell, not as badges ofp2ide to fede the eies of vaine gazing 
foles,but to couer our ſhame and keepe vs from colde : Quid 
ſuperbis terra & cinis, quid velte nitide gloriaris, ſubter te 
ſternitur tinea, & operimentum tuum erunt vermes, hæc 
tua veſtis crit. | 

Againe,our Countrie is moſt hoꝛribly choaked and ouer- 
growne with multitudes of dzonken folpots , vile lecherons 
whwꝛemongers, and filthie intifing dꝛabs, which vices doe (0 
greatly offend both the maieſtie of God, the lawe of nature, 
and the common wealth, that if the very ſtones in the ſireete 
could ſpeake,they would crie out vpon it. Pet by meanes of 
greaſing, bꝛibing, and coꝛrupting of officers put in truſt to 
puniſh them, it is no moze accounted of, but a ſpoꝛte oꝛ game 
to laugh at, as though heauen and hell were nothing elſe but 
olde wines fables to feare and flatter childzen withall. Theſe 
are( no doubt) poſleſſed with deuils, they ſlerpe in ſinne, and it 
is high time to awake them. 

If filthy zoho2emaifers would waigh with themſelues, 
how God doth know the very ſecrets ofthe hart, e that of his 
iuſtice he wil leaue no fin vnpuniſhed, either in this woꝛld, oꝛ 
in the woꝛld to come, they would ſurely be afraid to do that in 
his ſight, which is ſo ſhamekull, lothſome, 4 odious to be done 

in the p2eſence of an honeſt earthly man. It is a thing moſt 
filthy x againſt nature, that a pꝛofeſſed Chꝛſtian, an adopted 
child of God, a member of Ch2ilk, + temple ofthe holy ghoſt, 
redemed with no lefſe pꝛice, than by ſhedding the very heart 
bloud of the deare t only beloued ſon of God, ſhould take that 
ſame body # mẽber of Chꝛiſt, + make it y mẽber of an harlot. 
S. Gregoꝛp compareth lechery to a firy furnace, whereof the 
mouth is gluttonv, p flame, pꝛide, p ſparkles filthy woꝛds, the 
ſmoke an euil name, the aſhes pouertie, t the end,ſhame + cõ⸗ 
fuſton: at the laſt ( aith Salomon it biteth like a ſerpent and 
ſtingeth like an Adder. Who:dome, beſides p inkamy of the 
world it waſteth p gods, withereth v body, decaieth p health, 
ſhoꝛtneththe like, x maketh a man ſtinke in the ſight of God, 
The vice of dzonkenneTc in like manner conſumeth 

the wealth, ſurkets the bodie, dulleth the wit, — the 

nder⸗ 
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enderſtanding; froubleth the ſences, without repentance, 
bꝛingeth both bodie t ſoule info hell: And therefoꝛe if either 
the feare of God, the ſhame of the woꝛld, the deſire to bee in 
their right wits, fa liue in health of body, oꝛ to eſcape the mi⸗ 
ſerable ſtate of beggery may moue them to repentaunce e as 
mendment, it is now time to awake, deteſt t auoid ſuch hoz- 
rible wickednes which doe iullly merit a ſhoꝛt life e a ſhame⸗ 
kuli death. 

There was neuer moe ſin tere pꝛeaching. noꝛ ſo litle follo⸗ 
wing, ſo great perſuaſions to honeſtie t vertue, ſo many gi⸗ 
uen ouer to vice ⁊ naughtineſle: ſo much exhoꝛtation to loue 
and charitie, t ſo many finffed with hatred  enny. Me great⸗ 
ly complaine of the vnkruitfulnes of the earth,the coꝛruption 
of the aire, the vnconſtantnelle of the wozld, & time that ſlips 
ſo faſt a wap, but we complaine not againſt our owne ſelucs, 
fo2 whoſe ſincall lines the very heauens do weep : we pꝛokeſſe 
to be the followers of Chꝛiſt, pet in Chꝛiſtian behauioꝛ much 
inferio2 to p heathen Ethnicks, that knew not God, who — 
ſed vs as far in god liuing, as we paſſe them in god learn 
we greatly delight to beare the name of Abꝛahams childzen, 
vet not ſo willing to kl one wicked affection p offendeth God, 
as Abꝛaham was at his comandemet,to kill his only beloued 
ſonne. It is ſaid that the Caſtoꝛ « the Elephant being hunted, 
the one fo2 the vertue of his genitoꝛs, the other foꝛ his toth: 
the Caſtoꝛ biteth off his genitoꝛs, and the Elephant findeth a 
meane to wꝛeſt out his toth, caſt them away to ſane their 
bodies: but sur people had rather both pꝛeacher & pulpet wer 
ſet on a ſire, then they would caſt away their filthte vices to 
ſaue both bodie and ſoule. The ſea- man knoweth his fide, 
the Swallow her time, and the Crane her ſeaſon: but our 
people are ſenſeleſſe: the tempeſteous windes, the waues of 
the ſea, and the verie diuels themſelues did heare and obey 
his woꝛd, but they ſleepe ſo ſoundly in ſinne, that neither the 
infamy and ſhame of the woꝛld tan moue them, noꝛ al gentle 
admonitions allure them, noꝛ the terrible thꝛeatnings ofhell 
toꝛments once fearc them, no2 the filthineſſe of ſinne that 
ſæ med ſo odious to the very inſidels withdzaw them, noꝛ the 
cont inuall pzeaching of all creatures vnder heauen perſuade 
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them to repent and amend: Saint Anthony being a man vn⸗ 
learned, had no other bokes but theſe, and he that can behold 
theſe excellent bokes, ſetting looꝛth the wiſedome and god» 
nelle of almightie God, without pzaiſing and glozifping his 
name, is woꝛſe then a bzuit beaſt. 

The Sunne, Mone and Starres, by whoſe heate & light 
the whole wozld is nonriſhed and gouerned, do dailp pꝛeach 
vnto vs: The bewtie of the heauens, the wholelomenelle of 
the ay2e, andthe plentifulneſſe of the earth do dailp teach vs: 
the pleaſant vallies, delightfull ſpꝛings, and riche mines of 
treaſures, doe daily inſtruct vs: the godly feuittull trees, me- 
dicinable hearbes, and ſwerte fragrant floures, moꝛe gloꝛi⸗ 
ouſly attired then Salomon in all his ropaltie, doe dailp ad⸗ 
moniſh vs, aſke the beaſtes of the ficlde, the fiſhes of the Sea 
and the foules ofthe aire , and they will tell thee and ſap, we 
were all created and oꝛdained foz the vſe and p2ofitte of man. 
Pea our Sauiour Chꝛiſt himſelf calleth daily vpon vs, Vong 
man ariſe, Damſell ariſe, Lazarus come forth, dead ſinner as 
wake, but their cares are deafe. their mindes obſtinate, and 
their ſences without feeling. ©&#ing the that God hath knoc⸗ 
ked at the doe of our conſciences by ſo manp and ſundzie 
meanes, and ot his mercy hath tarried waiting ſo long foꝛ a⸗ 
mendment, it cannot be but great vengeance muſt nerds fol⸗ 
low. Hainous ſinnes doe call downe grieuous plagues, cuery 
kingdome deuided within it ſelfe (ſaith our Saviour Chziſt) 
ſhall be deſolate, but England, by ſeas,factions, hereſies and 
ſciſmes, is diuided in it ſelfe : the L oꝛd ot his mercy defend it 
krom that which kolloweth. If God ſo ſharpely puniſhed one 
ſinne in Adam and the Angels, what may we that haue com- 
mitted ſuch a multitude of ſinnes loke fo: If we ſhall peld 
an account foꝛ euery idle woꝛde, what reckoning ſhall wee 
make fo2 ſuch ho)rible offences both in woꝛdes and actions? 
God is ſaid to haue fete of leade, but hands of pꝛon, hee com⸗ 
meth ſlowly, but when he commeth he payeth home: as one 
man ſmiting another, the higher he lifteth vp his hand, the 
greater is the ſfroke : euen ſo the longer that God tarrieth 
loking foꝛ amendment, the greater will his puniſhment bee 
when it commeth. It we will not gloztfic his name in repens 
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ting and turning vnto him, he wil gloꝛiſte dimſelte in reuen⸗ 
ging and heaping plagues vpon vs. He is the God ot iudge⸗ | 
ment and Lozd of reuenge, at whoſe wozd the berie heauens — ee 
doo tremble, the earth doth quake, t the mountaines ſhake : .

come as a thefe ( ſayth the Lo2d) happy is hee that watcheth 
and kepeth his garments of faith and charitie, leſt he walke 
naked, and men ſc? his filthinelle : watche caith the Apoſtle) 
ſtande fait in faith, bee ſtrong, continue in pꝛaier, and quit 
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Some learned men by certaine coniequres haue painted 
out the time and ſeaſon of the laſt iudgement: alledging the 

zacle of Elias » the woꝛld ſhould ſtand two thouſand peres 
befoze the lawe, two thouſand in the law, and two thouſand 
in the time of grace: and out of ſaint Peter, a thonſand peres 
with God, is but as one dap,x one day as a thouſand ycares. 
And as in lire dapes the Loꝛd made the wo2ld, and reſted the 


ſeuenth day,ſo within the compaſſe of ſixe thouſand yeares he 


will gather his Church by the miniſterie of his woꝛd, and the 
ſcuenth kerpe holy his euerlaſting Sabboth. Againe that Ye- 
noch and Cltas, the one in generation, the other in computa» 
tion in peares, being the leuenth from Adam, the firſt in not 
taſting of tempoꝛall death, as þ other ſire fathers befoꝛe him, 
was a figure of the laſt day, the ſecond being taken vp in a fie, 
rie chariote, did pꝛeügure the aſcention/of the elect, meeting 
their Redeemer in thecloudes, Hereupon they cenclude, that 
the woꝛld ſhall not ſtand aboue ſire thouſand peares.

One kind of meat, though neuer ſo daintie, pet without vari⸗ 
etie gluttiſh to the taſte, and one kinde of matter, though ne⸗ 
ner ſo well framed, vet without varietie ſcemeth tedious to 
the hearers, And fo2 that cauſe were figures firſt inuented, to 
refreſh the audience with pleaſure: and to this ende ſerueth 
Metaphoꝛs, fables and wiſe ſayings of Poets and Philoſo⸗ 
phers, which being rightly vnderſtode in ſenſc x allegozie, x 
aptly applyed in time t place conuenient, containe verp pꝛo⸗ 
fitable lefſons, to inſtruct vnto vertue and godlineſſe, and as 
it were to ſpoile the Egyptians of their ie wels: and ſo are the 
arts of Logick x Rethozick very neceſſaric handmaides to di⸗ 
uinitie, wherein are fiue things requiſite, as well in a P2ea- 
ther, as in an Oꝛatoꝛ.

The fift, pꝛonun⸗ 
tiation, whch is a moderate and ſermelp behauiour, both of 
voice, geſture and countenance, with a comely motion of the 
bodie, and eractneſſe of ſpeech, 10 as the woꝛdes do agree with 
the matter, and the geſture with the minde, wherby the hea⸗ 
rers are as much moued and delighted, as with doctrine it 
ſelke. Demoſthenes being aſked what are the firſt,ſecond,and 
third, pointes of an Oꝛatoz: anſwered P2zonunciation:mea- 
ning that art without vtterance ts fo ſmall purpoſe. Dome 
ſpeake ſhꝛill, ſhoꝛt and thicke, encrie woꝛde tumbling oucr 

in an others necke, much like the catkling of Jacke dawes. 
Some are lo fine and turidus, as though euerie woꝛde ſhould 
be waighed in a balance. Some whewle and pipe ſo [mal, as 
though it were a pigge whining fo2 his b2eakefaſt. Dome 
loke grimme and ſterne with the Welchmans wagge, the 
Italian ſh2ugne , and the pꝛeciſtan Oneuill , as though hee 
came to fray the audience. And ſome ſand ſo long about in- 
Utrucing 
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firucting the ſonles, as though they had foꝛgotten the people 
had any bodies, who doe not lo much ediſie as tediſie. Wheres 
as a comelp, graue and moderate behauiour in voice, geſture, 
and countenance, with a cleane ſenſible tongue, to deliuer his 
wozdes plainely, diũ inctly, and modeſtly with diſcretion to 
oꝛder the matter aptly , pithily and bziellie, doth beft inſtruc, 
ſoneſt pꝛoũte, and moſt edifie, 

A god Paeacher alſo muſt be wiſe, circumſpect & diſcreete 
in choſing the ſerde molt fit foz the ſople: remembꝛing that as 
little childꝛen map not alwaies be fedde with vineger + ſharp 
ſauce, but rather with milke e werte pappe: ſo though ſome⸗

A teacher without vertue, is compared to a painted fire 
without heate, oz a faire vizoz put on a defoꝛmed face: oz the 
ſhipwꝛights that made Noahes Arke to ſaue others, vet pes 
riſhed in the floud themſelues: oz an Idiot ſtanding by the 
ſea ſide, and ſeeing ſtraungers palle by in daunger ofthe fide,

back, and ſeeing the fovle ſtand ſtill, begin to ſay one fo ano- 
ther, ſurelp this fellow doth but ieaſt, foz if it were ſo dans 
gerous as he ſaith, he would certainly make moze haſt away 
himſelfe, D. Jerom ſaith, Maius eſt voluntatem Domini fa- 
cere, quam nòſſe. A vertuous liver though he ſay litle, pet 
is he a good p2eacher,a good piller of Gods Church, and a 
right Lay mans booke,whoſe honeſt life is a ſeale to con- 
firme his doctrine. 

Gods building is compared fo a ſtone wall, the Bagt, 
ſtrates t miniſters, vnto ſquared ſtones framed on each lide, 
and the people vnto litle ones filling vp in the midſt ; and if 


the litle ones wil l follow:enen lo, if the Pagiſtrate, o2 teas 
cher chaunce to fall, the people will follow after by heapes, 
yea if the one do but limpe, the other will halte right down, 
and therefo:e they eſpecially muſt haue their rough knobs of 
vices hewen away, and be cloſely iopned together with the 
moꝛter of vnitie and concoꝛd, not oncly in reſpect of them 
ſelues, but alſo of the common people, whoſe affections euen 
by nature, do giue moꝛe credit to their epes, then their eares, 

and be moze aptly led by exauiple then by perſwaſton : and 
therefoze moze auaileth derdes without woꝛdes, then wozds 
without deedes. That good Emperour Alexander Seuerus, 

bauing ſent foꝛ Oꝛigene to inſtruct him in Chailts religion, 
would often ſap, that the concozd, humilitie, patience and 
charitie which he ſaw amongſt the chꝛiſtians did moꝛe moue 
and ſtirre him vp, to beliene that Chꝛ iſt was the * ol 
God,

To conclude, a good pꝛeacher hauing a good liuing, muſt 

be a good houſekeeper. Peter was the times commanded to lohn 21. 
fede his flocke, that is to ſap, by the iudgement of Saint 
Barnard, with ſound doctrine, honeſt life, and good hoſpita- 
litie. When John Baptiſt ſent his Diſciples vnto Chziſt, Matt. 113 
to aſke if it were he that ſhould come, o2 that they ſhoulde 

looke foꝛ another: he bad them goe againe and tell John. not 

onely what doctrine they had heard, but alſo what wozkes 

thep had ſeene, who did both feede the ſonles of his ſhepe No 14.16 
with heauenly doctrine,and example of vertuous lining,and Luke 
their bodies with materiall food of barly loaues and fiſhes, Rom. 12.13 
which did moze win the peoples harts, then all his wonder- 1. Pet. 4.9 
full miracles and diuine Sermons which they ſaw and hard. . * 55 
A number in thele dayes do beare a great name of ſingular 1,1, 6. 4 
Pꝛeachers, with fine eloquent tongnes: but we finde not 

thoſe good olde Parſons that were wont to pꝛeach inthe plu⸗ 

rall number, by example of good vertuous lining and charj- 

table hoſpitalitie, The people do heare much, but the poꝛe 

can not finde their old reliefe: ſaying Pꝛeachers are good, 

but doing Pꝛeachers are better, happy is that pariſh where 

both hitteth in one man. But whoſoener will marke it, 

ſhall find that a meane learned Parſon of an honeſt couuer⸗ 

ſation, keeping a good houſe in his pariſh, ſhall perſwade 

and p2ofit moze in coming to one dinner, then the beſt Doc⸗ 

toꝛ ol diuinitie which kerpeth no houſe ſhall do by pꝛeaching 

a dozen ſolemn Sermons. And that Gentleman who kee- 

peth a good houſe in the countrie, ſhall bee iu better credit 

with the people foꝛ his liberalitie, then the beſt Ozatoꝛ oz 

lawier in England foꝛ all his eloquente. Me ſee by dayly 
experience:, that the Commons are not ſo louing, truſtie, 

noꝛ obedient to their ſuperioꝛs, as they haue beene in times 

paſt: the chiefe cauſe whereof, (no doubt) is this: whereas 

herefofoze they haue found good cheare to ſatiſũe their hun- 

ger, they find nothing now but faire houſes, and faire woꝛds 

without either care of their cauſe, oꝛ filling of their mawes.

Touching the yonger ſoꝛt of Piniſters, it is a dangerous 
thing foꝛ them to be ripe to ſone, 4 pꝛeſume to venture vpon 
3. King, 12 waighty cauſes : ſuch ſelfe willed, and ſelfe learned, become 
hurtful members in the Church, Where wiſe men can kepe 
moderation and oꝛder, ſuch raſh foles, thꝛough ignozance fal 
often into errours. It is an old Pzouerbe, the moꝛe fole the 
moꝛe impudent: ignoꝛance hath alwapes the boldeſt fate: 
emptie veſlels make londſt ſound, ſuch as haue leaſt to ſap, 
are commonly moſt bold to ſpeake:none ſo foꝛ ward as blinde 
bapard. Unſkilful Hipercian bluſhed not to trouble Percu⸗ 
ry with his ruſticall dances,befozz whom cunning D2pheus 
was aſhamed fo tune his harpe: ſuch arrogaucie (no doubt) 

hath bin a great hinderance vnto learning. Many might haue 
- come to wiſedome, ik they had not thought themſelues there 
already. There is a certaine fozeſtght,vnfo the which vnripe 
pres can neuer come, til age bzing diſcretion . Our iuge- 
ments are but weake,our appetites variable, our ſenſes de- 
ceiuable.and our deſires vnpꝛofitable:the dayes of our life are 
Cho2t and euil, and the knowledge we learne in long time vn⸗ 
perfea, and ful of erroꝛs: foꝛ as it is pꝛoper to God onelp not 
to erre, ſo it is naturally giuen vnto man, ſeldome to hit the 
truth. And therefoꝛe pong men cannot be deepe of iudgment, 
becauſe wiſedome is gotten by experience, and experience in 
long time. Truth is called the daughter of time, and time the 
mother ot truth: he is wile that can perceiue his owne igno⸗

in another plate, deſpiſe not the Sermons of ſuch Elders as / 
haue vnderſtanding (ſayth he) but acquaint thy ſelf with their Ecclc.s 
wile ſentences, foꝛ of them thou ſhalt learne wiſedome: the 
Pꝛophet Eſay in his time thought it a thing infollerable,foz E. 
pꝛickeared boyes to pꝛeſume againſt their elders, oꝛ perſons - 
of low degree againſt the honoꝛable. Wile Socrates tonkeſ⸗ 
ſed, that all the time he had bene ſtudent in Athens, hee had 
learned only this leſſon, to know that he knew nothing: who 
noting the heat e and raſhnes of youth, affirmed it the grea- 
feſt vertue in a poung man to acknowledge his owne weak⸗ 
neſſe, and to attempt nothing to much: Pithagoꝛas iniopned 
his ſcholers to fiue yeres ſilence,befoze they ſhould take vpon 
them to teach others: Plato maketh Sara the image of di- 
ninitie,and Agar the figure of humane ſciences,as neceſſarie 
handmayds, wiſhing young men to dwel verie long with A- 
gar, befoꝛe they venture vpon Sara, who will not be fruitful 
til riper pres: a god free is not knowen by the leaues and 
bloſſomes in ſpꝛing time, but the fruits being thzough ripe jn 
harueſt: Chꝛiſt himſelfe remained thirtie yeercs in bertuous x. uke. 3. 23 
lining, befoꝛe he began fo publiſh his doctrine to the woꝛld: ſo 
he that will be a fruitfull teacher mult firſt win the name of 
a god vertnons liner, As deep waters ſ&me not to runne be⸗ 
cauſe of their ſtilneſle, ſo when arte and learning is planted 
in a good vertuous nature, hee croudeth not in to btter bis 
ſtuffe, til age bꝛing experience, and ſuch in time become anci⸗ 
ent graue Fathers of pꝛofound iudgement, who hauing ſkill 
fo diſcerne, tunning to inſtruc, and diſcretion to gouern, are 
men onely fit and meet fo2 ſuch a reuerend function ⁊ charges 
able offite, as a publike Pꝛeacher is. Jt were much better foꝛ 
the yonger ſoꝛt of Miniſtets to foꝛbeare the Pulpet, and gine 
themſelues to diſtinct reading of the holy Scriptures + godly 
homilies, and ble catechiſing, which is a berie pꝛoſttable kind 
of teaching, til age bʒ ing diſcretion, and learne to p2atc leſſe, 
and line better. But they are ſo greatly delighted in hearing Chireus. 
themſelues ſpeake, that they diſdaine publike reading of the 
holp Scriptures, and condemne it as a thing intollerable, as 
though it belongs not to the pꝛeaching or the golpel, which! is

malice and ſedition in the heartes of the hearers, then woke 
any good effect, The wozd doth not ediſte the lefſe becauſe the 
eie of the ſpeaker is turned downe to the booke, but rather 
the booke is a meane to kepe his tongue within compaſſe of - 
trueth, and ſure it were much better foz the people to be but 
meanelp fed with good holeſome dyet, then pult vp fatte with 
meat infected with popſon: courſe houſhold bzead is moze 
healthfull then fine manchet mirt with grauell: as of ſound 
and godly knowledge with mekenelſle, charity, and true de- 
uotion, wiſh they had moze then they haue, ſo were it bet⸗ 
ter, that of ſuch knowledge as makes theſe hoat talkers and 
contenders to ſwell ſo bigge, and ſeeme ſo wiſe in their owne 
conceites, they had leſſe then they haue: they Tarue not foz 
to little, but rather ſurfet with to much. 

Touching our women pꝛeachers, A bluſh in their behaife, 
in calling to mind the vnſhamefa(t boldnes of that ſexe in this 
our croked age: women are taught in the holy ſcriptures, not 
to imitate their grandmother Cue in vſurping the office of Gene.;
